Resolution 

New Delhi, the 10th March 1955 

No. F.4-4/54-D2. — Whereas It is considered expedient 
to establish a Bal Bhavan In Delhi to afford opportu- 
nities to children for education through recreational 
and physical activities and to promote social and cul- 
tural contacts amongst children of all classes and com- 
munities, It i Is hereby resolved as follows: — 

1. An institution, to be known as Bal Bhavan, shall 
be established in Delhi forthwith. 

2. The administration of the Bal Bhavan shall be 
vested In a Board of Management and it shall have full 
powers to manage the affairs of the institution. 

3. The composition of the Board of Management shall 
be as follows: — 

(i) A Chairman. 

(ii) Three representatives of the Government of 
India, each of them being nominated by the 
Ministries of Education, Finance, and Works, 
Housing and Supply, respectively. 
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(ill) A representative of the Government of the 
State of Delhi. 

(iv) A member to be nominated by the Chairman. 

(v) Not more than one other person co-opted by 
the Board. 

(vi) The Director of the Bal Bhavan, who shall act 
as Secretary lo the Board of Management, 

4. The Chairman and the member nominated by him 
shall hold office for a term of three years, provided that 
the latter shall automatically cease to be a member 
when the Chairman who nominated him ceases to hold 
office. The Co-opted member, if any, shall also hold 
office for a term of three years. The other members, 
except the Director, shall hold office during the pleasure 
of the nominating authority. 

5. The following shall be the officers of the Bal 
Bhavan:— 

(a) Chairman. 


(b) Treasurer, 

(c) Director, who shall also act as Secretary to the 
Board. 

8, (1) The Chairman shall be appointed by : he 
Government of India. 

(2) The Treasurer shall be appointed by the Gov- 
ernment of India from among any of their three re- 
presentatives and shall hold office during the Govern- 
ment’s pleasure. 

(3) The Director shall be appointed by the Chairman 
on such terms and conditions and for such period as 
may be determined by the Board. 

7. The Board of Management shall make Rules and 
Regulations, subject to the approval of the Government 
of India, for the conduct of its business and for the 
management of the affairs of the Bal Bhavan.
